WHOSE CARGO? 


i ANOTHER. MYSTERY 
UNSOLVED. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE. 
Before Commander G. F. Hole, 


day, Capt. M. Costello, of the 
3.8. Kwai Sang, was summoned 
for unlawfully allowing | his ship 
to work cargo on Sunday, Septem- 
ber 14, the actual time stated, 
being 12.60.p.m.. . ' 

The alleged offence occurred at 
Jardine’s Wharf at West Point, 
and L/Sergeant ‘Morris, together 
with his coxswain, gave evidence’ 
as to seeing packages unloaded 
over a gangway which they said 
was forward of the ship. They 
added that'a lorry was waiting 
outside, and that baggage was 
londed on it. 

Sergeant Morris stated that he, 
boarded .the ship, and saw the’ 
Chief Officer, who said that he 
had no knowledge of the unload- 
ing. The Sergeant then went 
down to the compradore’s. quar- 
ters, but, found that he was ab- 
sent. . 

Captain in the Box. 

Captain Costello, in evidence, 
stated ‘ that the ship arrived in 
Hong Kong at 7 a.m, on Sunday. 
He had instructions ‘from his’ 
owners that no cargo should be 
discharged on a Sunday, They 
had 190 head of livestock aboard, 
which was taken off the ship. No 
further cargo was discharged, and 
the hatches were kept battened 
down, and ‘the derricks were 
lowered throughout the day. 
There were nine deck passengers 


‘aboard who possibly. discharged 


their baggage.as opportunity 
offered, the day being very rainy. 
‘The cargo aboard the ship, under 
hatches, was discharged on Mon- 
ay. 

Questioned by Inspector Munro, 
the captain said he was not aboard 
the ship himself at the time. He 
was quite positive there was no 
deck cargo, and if the compra- 
dore had any cargo, of his own, ‘it 
would be down below, under 
hatches. As to the actual cargo 


and the compradore. ‘ 
Chief Officer's Evidence. 

' The Chief Officer of the ship, 
called for the defence, said that 
the boat arrived, at West Point 
wharf . at 7 a.m.'on_ the day in 
question. They* discharged 190 
head of livestock,’ ‘and also 220 
bags of ‘mail, “Nothing further 
was unloaded. He did not recol- 
lect seeing a Police officer aboard 
the’ ship, , although the: officer.

Nanking, Aug. 27. 
New measures. régarding juris. 
_ diction: over inixed criminal or civil

~ by thé Judicial Yuan after consulta- 
tion with the Ministry’ of Foreign 
Affairs. Besides’ instructing the 
various Courts throughout the cour 
try to observe these measures, the 
Yuan has requested the Ministry to 
notify. the diplomatic representa- 
‘tives of the foreign States concern- 
ed. 

1.—-According to these measures, 
all'appeals of mixed cases which 
were sub judice, Jat the time when 
the: Commissionerships of Foreign 
Affairs were . abolished (December, 
1929) shall be tried and adjudicated 
* by the Provincial High Court or the 
nearest Branch’ High Court. 

In all such cases over which the 
District Court had original jurisdic. 
tion, ‘either of the parties, if dis. 
satisfied with ‘the decision of the 
Provincial High Court (of Appeal), 


X sauly lodge another appeal with the 


“Supreme Court at Nanking. 
2—Jurisdiction over all appeala 
of mixed cases brought up since the 
abolition of the . Commissionership 
of Forcign Affairs shall be deter- 
mined according tothe ordinary 
Criminal or Civil Procedure Law. 

Where appeals of cases over which 
the summary division of the Dis- 
trict Court hag original jurisdiction 
have already been commenced at the 
Provincial High Court’ (of, Appeal) 
or the nearest Branch High Cotirt— 
prior to the receipt of the present 
order—the Court concerned shall 
continue to hear the cases. (Juris- 
diction over such appeals, it may be 
noted, properly belongs to the Dis- 
trict Court according to the Chinest 
Judiciary Law). '

to a former order, all appeals of 
mixed cases are.to be ‘heard by 
Provincial High Courts or Branch 
High ‘Courts, In view of, the fact 
that according to the existing laws, 
appelate jurisdiction docs not belong 
exclusively to’ Provincial.
